IMMIGRATION. 

‘Immigration at the rate of 100,000 per 
month, which it is expécted..will..be the 
record for April; and ‘which is likely to 
continué and possibly increase as long as 
present conditions last, is not at all.an 
unrhixed cause for congratulation. Not 
more s0 is the fact t the total immi- 
gration for the Aboah Wie ending with 


June“ will approximate-a milion. The 


largest immigration of any one year 
hitherto was in 1882, when @ little less 
than 800,000. were received. The present 
inflow is chiefly from Italy, Austria- 


Hungary, Russia; Finland, and countries | 


which lie on the borders of. Asia. Very 
little of it is high-class immigration, and 
in spite of the laws for the exclusion of 
criminals, insane persons, ihcapabies, and 
degenerates, it is probable that large 
numbers of such people manage to get in. 

Public opinion respecting immigration 
is changing rapidly in. this country, just 
as it is in England. The idea that it is 
our duty to open wide our doors to the 
oppressed of all the world, and that te- 
cause a.person. is poor and unhappy in 
the country of his birth he may claim 
our National hospitality as a matter of 
right, irrespective of any advantage to 
ourselves from his coming, is no longer 
held by thoughtful persons. On the con- 
trary, the conviction is gaining ground 
that our present immigration laws ‘are 


altogether too lax, and that to make. 


them much more stringent would be ad- 
vantageous, The economic aspects of the 
question are somewhat obscure. tf 
the labor. of these hundreds df thousands 


.of relatively unskilled immigrants is 


needed, and shall continue to be needed 
until the movement is checked and those. 
already here are absorbed and assimilat-. 
ed, they will be of benefit to the country. 
If, on the contrary, it is giving us/ a 
supply of unskilled labor ih. excess of 
our néeds, and to find work. the late- 
‘comers must break down the established 
rate of wages, strikes and riots are to be 
“expected, and Socialism in its more dan+ 
‘gerous aspects will receive a great im~ 
pulse: In a word, the only ground for an. 
optimistic view of the present movement 
of the surplus population of Southern 
Europe to this country is in the hope 
that our National prosperity will con- 
tinue for a long time, if not indefinitely, 
The néxt Congress might find it profit< 
able to deal with this stibject in a much 
broadér way than has hitherto been at- 
tempted.: The judicious restriction of tm- 
migration would be a popular measure, 
and it will be surprising if it .is . not 
seized as an issue in the next Presiden- 
tial canvass.
